JEFFERSON CITY, Sept, 27.—Gov. 


Gardner, discussing the dissension in. 
the St. Louis Police Board, last night 
told a Post Dispatch reporter that he 
had become convinced there could 


‘be no real efficiency in the Police De- 
- partment under the present system of 
four Commissioners, and that he had 


4 ‘decided to recommend to the next 


Legislature a complete revision of the 

lice law to provide for only one 
Police Commissioner and that Com- 
missioner to be appointed by the 
Mayor. 

The Governor refused to talk for 
publication about Police Board mat- 
ters further than to announce his in- 
tention of recommending police 
home rule for St. Louis, and to say 
that he believed The one Commission- 
er should be an army officer or a 
man of recognized standing in the 
management of police departments. 


It is known that the Governor at 
this time does not intend to take any 
action in regard to the dissension in 
the Police Board, which has resulted 
in a severe impairment of the effi- 
clency of the Police Department, and 
that Commissioner Giraldin will be 
unable to make any showing before 
the Governor which will cause the 
Governor to call for the resignation 
of President Mansur or Commission- 
er Fouke, which Commissioner Giral- 
din Tuesday said he would attempt 
to obtain on the ground that they 
were not proper men for the posi- 
tions. 


Governor Not to Interfere. 

_ From conversations the Governor 
‘bas hed with personal friends it is 
known that he is not at all satisfied 
with conditién’ eXisting in the Po- 
lice Department, and that he wants 
the members of the board to “get 
together,”’ but th&t he will not inter- 
fere in St. Louis police affairs even 
to the extent of calling in the mem- 
bers of the board and demanding 
that they adjust their differences and 
work in harmony. 

The Governor, who appoints the 
commissioners, holds the rather re- 
markable opinion that by leaving po- 
lice matters entirely .to the commis- 
sioners he has given St. Louis home 
rule, and that his Police Commis- 
sioners ane answerable to the people. 

There is no'power, however, which 
can remove one of the com mission- 
ers, except the Governor, and no cit- 
itzen of St. Louis has any voice in 
the conduct of the commissioners. 

An intention to take the police of 
St. Louis entirely out of politics was 
announced by the Governor at the 
beginning of his term nearly a year 
ago, and in carrying out this idea 
he selected for commissioners busi- 
ness men who had not been actively 
identified with politics. Democratic 
workers were not even certain of the 
politics of Commissioner Fouke. 

Free Reign Given Board. 

Having appointed his commission- 
ers, the Governor told them he did 
not wish to hear anything about the 
Police Department and that its man- 
agement would be left entirely to the 
board, the only instruction from him 
being that it was to be conducted in 
guch manner as to insure the great- 
est efficiency and without giving po- 
litical consideration to anybody. 

It is reliably reported that only 
ence, since the appointment of the 
commissioners, has the Governor 

communicated with by any 
member of the board. 

That was at the beginning of the 
police slush fund investigation, when 
President Mans is said to have tel- 
ephoned to the Governor and to have 
called his attention to newspaper 
reports of the collection of the fund. 
It is said that the Governor told him 
there was only one thing for him to 
do and that was to do his duty in 
investigating the collection and in 
the punishment of any policemen 
found to have been involved.

He takes the position, however, that 
there is nothing that he can do, and 
that if he should call for the resig- 
natidbns of all four members and ap- 
point four new men, there would 
be no tmprovement in conditions.

WEEK’S SHIP TOLL SMALLEST 
IN SUBMARINE CAMPAIGN 


Thirteen British Merchantmen of 
1600 Tons or Over and Two 
Smaller Vessels Sunk. 

LONDON, Sept. 27. — Thirteen 
British merchantmen of 1600 tons 
were sunk by mines or submarines 
and over and two vessels of less than 
1600 tons were sunk by mines or sub- 
marines last week, according to the 
weekly admfralty statement issued 
last evening. In the aggregate this iv 
the’ smallest number of vessels sunk 
during any one week since Germany 
began her intensified submarine war- 
fare last February. Two fishing 
vessels also were sunk last week. 
The arrivals were 2775 and sailings 
2691. 


ROME, Sept. 27.—One steamship 
of more than 1500 tons and six saii- 
ing ships of less than 100 tons each 
were sunk last week by mines or 
submarines, according to the weekly 
report from the Italian admiralty. 
The steamer was sunk outside Ital- 
ian territorial waters. .One steam- 
ship and one sailing vessel were dam- 
aged but were able to reach port. 


PARIS, Sept. 27.—The French ad- 
miralty last night announced the fol- 
lowing losses by submarines or 
mines for the week ending Sept. 23: 
“Over 1600 tons, seven, one pre- 
viously; under 1600 tons, five, two 
previously. Three steamers were 
attacked unsuccessftlly. No fish- 
ing vessels were lost.”’ 


TOMMY ATKINS PAYS $1,000,000 
IN YEAR FOR FROTH ON BEER 


Canteen Records Show 216,000,000 
Pints Were Sold Soldiers With 
Froth Figuring a Profit. 

LONDON, Sept. 27.—Last year 
216,000,000 pints of beer were sold 
to soldiers in the army canteens of 
the United Kingdom. An interesting 
fact brought out in the report from 
the Army Canteen Committee is that 
the value of the froth on this beer 
figures out at nearly $1,000,000. 

“When glasses are filled rapidly,” 
explains the report, “there is always 
a certain amount of froth, and the 
barrels, therefore, yield more than 
the number of gallons invoiced. This 
surplus sometimes amounts to as 
much as one glass in 10, although 
sometimes as low as one glass in 40. 
Our inspectors estimate that the ex- 
cess profits through this source 
alone amounted last year to £175,- 
000. These profits, it should be ex- 
plained, are all expended for the 
benefit of the army.”

INQUIRY IN GARDNER 
CAMPAIGNEXPENSE 


Republican Lawyer Asks Grand 
Jury to Investigate Expendi- 
tures by Omar Gray. 


SEVIER TELLS GOVERNOR 


Executive Says He Sees No Rea- 
son Why Action Should Be 
Made Public. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Sent. 27.—In 
the investigation to determine the 
sources from which it was sought to 
bring pressure to bear upon the spe- 
cial grand jury in the prosecution of 
the penitentiary quizz, the Post-Dis- 
patch correspondent learned today 
that Prosecuting Attorney N. G. Se- 
vier called on Gov. Gardner yester- 
day and told him of an effort that 


had been made to have the grand 
jury investigate the Governor’s cam- 


paign expense account under the cor- 


rupt practices act. 

It has been known here since the 
coal exposures were first published 
in the Post-Dispatch that great pres- 
sure is being brought to bear on 
Gov. Gardner to prevent him from 
removing from office all the ap- 
pointive State officials and employes 
who got State coal. 

Sevier told the Governor that a 
Republican attornéy, who represents 
one of the men indicted in the prison 
investigation sought to have him 
subpena Omar Gray, who managed 
the Gardner campaign, and ask him 
about large sums of money which 
passed through his hands. Sevier 
told Gardner he did not know what 
the motive for the effort was, but 
that he believed Gardner should 
know of the attempt. 

Close to Democrats. 

Such an investigation could not be 
made by a Cole County grand jury, 
Sevier pointed out, because Gard- 
ner’s statement of campaign  ex- 
penses was not filed in this county. 

The attorney who proposed to Se- 
vier that the Gardner campaign fund 
be investigated, though a Ropaiens 
has been closely affiliated 
Democratié” o “"Holde 
under investigation. He ated is ‘attor- 
ney for former State Auditor John P. 
Gordon and’ for the Oberman Manu- 
facturing Co., the wealthy prison 
contractor. Goy. Gardner admitted 
today that Sevier had reported to 
him the attempt to have his cam- 
paign expenses investigated, but de- 
clared he could see no good reason 
why the fact should be published. 

“T don’t think the folks who are 
behind this movement should be giv- 
en the satisfaction of seeing it in 
print,.”’ Gov. Gardner said. 

Investigation of the prison records 
today revealed that the 50 hams 
which George H. Schriffer testified 
to having seen buried on the private 
farm of D. C. McClung, and which 
were afterward hauled away by Mc- 
Clung in an automobile, were 
shipped to the penitentiary and 
charged to the State by the Armour 
Packing Co. The hams were ordered 
by McClung before he left the office 
of Warden. Before their delivery, he 
was succeeded by Warden Painter. 


Bill for Hams Corrected. 


The hams were delivered on Fri- 
day after Painter assumed charge 
on Monday. The box in which the 
hams came was marked “For D. C. 
McClung.” When it was discovered 
that the hams had been charged to 
the State, Warden Painter returned 
the bill to the Armour Packing Co. 
for correction and the correction 
was made.

LASTING PEACE CAN'T COME 
FROM COMPROMISE TAFT SAYS 


America and Allies Must Impose 
Terms Not Merely Accept Them, 
He Tells Unitarians. 

MONTREAL,’ Sept. 27.—Those 
who favor permanent world peace 
must oppose with might and main 
the proposals for peace at this junc- 
ture in the war whether made in So- 
cialistic councils, in pro-German con- 
ferences, or by Pope Benedict,”’ de- 
clared William H. Taft, president of 
the League to Enforce Peace, in an 
addresy last night before the general 
conference of Unitarian and other 


Christ churches. 
“Amefica and her allies 


concede“peace until they conquer it, 
he said. “Peace now, even though it 
be made on the basis of the restora- 
tion of the status quo would be a fail- 
ure to achieve the great purpose for 
which thé allies have made heart- 
rending sacrifices. He who proposes 
peace now, therefore either does not 
see the stake for which the allies are 
fighting, or wishes the German mili- 
tary autocracy still to control the 
destinies of all of us.”’

The recount in three more dis- 
tricts added 220 votes in favor of 
Mr. Bennett, bring his majority up 
to 314. In one election district, 
where the Mayor had been credited 
with 23 ballots and Bennett none, 
it was found that each received 11. 

Bennett announced that pending 
official decision as to who was en- 
titled ‘to the nomination, he would 
institute legal action to prevent May- 
or Mitchell’s name. from appearing 
in the Republican column on the 
election ballots to be sent to the New 
York soldiers in France. Counsel for 
Mayor Mitchel announced that after 
the inspection of ballots he would 
present all evidences of fraud to the 
District Attorney for action. 


CARRANZA RULE RECOGNIZED 


MEXICO CITY, Sept. 27.—Henry 
P, Fletcher, the American Ambassa- 
dor, has received a letter from the 
nited States Governmént acknowl- 
edging the election and seating of 
Venustiano Carranza as President. 
This is the final move in recognition 
of the present Mexican Government. 

It is understood that the American 
Government is coming to the aid of 
Mexico’s finances by permitting Mex- 
ico to bring in gold bullion to be 
coined to meet the shortage in the 
circulation medium. The Govern- 
ment is considering the rec@ining of 
all silver currency, basing the 
amount of silver in each country at 
the present advanced price of silver. 
On the basis of 100,000,000 pesos in 
circulation the recoinage probably 
will yield the Government 40 per 
cent, 


RUSSIA'S WAR BILL 20 BILLION 


PETROGRAD, Sept. 27.—The Fi- 
nance Minister has issued a statement 
of the financial position of Russia, 
showing that the expenses of the war 
up to Sept. 
$41,000,000,000 rubles $(20,500,- 
000,000). The war costs are still fur-

Seven States in This Reserve Dis- 
trict to Be Organized for 

Month’s Campaign. . 


The St. Louis campaign for the 
second Liberty Loan bond issue of 
$3,000,000,000 will be started next 
Tuesday with a parade of 11 divisions 
which will start from Twelfth and 
Market streets at 3:30 p. m. and 
march in the principal streets of the 
business center of the city. 

The parade will be under the di- 
rection of the Investment Bankers’ 


Committee of the Liberty Loan Or- 
ganization, comprised of Clarkson 
Potter, chairman, and John R: Long- 
mire and J. 8S. McCourtney, vice 
chairmen. The purpose will be to 
arouse public interest in the second 
; Liberty Loan bond issue, and the 
committee expects that several thou- 
sand persons will be in the line of 
march. 

The first division of the parade 
will consist of the grand marshal 
and his staff, to be followed, in or- 
der, by the following divisions: 
Mounted police; Jefferson Barracks 
Military Band, company of infantry 
from the United States army at Jef- 
ferson Barracks; First Regiment 
Missouri Home Guard Band; First 
Regiment Missouri Home Guard, 
Third Regiment Missouri Home 
‘Guard Band, Third Regiment Mis- 
souri Home Guard; band for the 
bond and insurance salesmen; bond 
salesmen, insurance salesmen and 
associated bankers and boy scouts. 

Route of Parade. 
he route will be from Twelfth and

It 
is expected that the St. Louis district 
will be allotted considerable more 
than $100,000,000 of bonds to sell, as 
its allotment of the first issue of $2,- 
000,000,000 was $80,000,000. The 
first issue was oversubscribeg, it will 
be remembered, and only $65,000,000 
of bonds were finally sent to the St. 
Louis district.

Richard S. Hawes, vice president 
of the Third National Bank, will be 
chairman of the General Bankers 
Committee, which wrll be comprised 
of bankers committees from the 
seven states in the St. Louls Federa! 
Reserve District.

Some details of the second Liberty 
loan bond issue have not been an- 
nounced by Secretary of the Treas- 
ury McAdoo, but it is known that 
the bonds will bear 4 per cent inter- 
est, and that the interim receipts for 
the first 3% per cent Liberty loan 
bond ftssue will be interchangeable 
for them. It is probable that the city 
of St. Louls will be expected to sub- 
scribe for at least $50,000,000 of this 
bond issue. The entire campaign 
will be under the general supervision 
of the Federal Reserve Bank.

MILK PRODUCERS 
ASKRETAILERSFOR 
A COUNTER OFFER 


Invite Distributers to Meet Them 
This Afternoon to Discuss 
Prices. 


ONE INQUIRY IS OVER 


Circuit Attorney Fails to Find 
Evidence on Which to Prose- 
cute Distributers. 


The board of directors of the 
Southern Illinois Milk Producers’! 
Association met this morning in the 
East St. Louis City Hall Auditorium, 
in executive session, and announced 
that they would receive the officials 
of the St. Louis distributing firms for 
D. A. 


Brooks of Marine, president of the 


organization, said the St. Louis deal- 
ers would be permitted to present a 
counter proposition in reply to the 
producers’ demand for $3.42 a hun- 
dred pounds (11.63 gallons) as the 
wholesale price, after the present 
contracts, at $2.20 a hundred, ex- 
pire Sunday. 

At Saturday’s conference, held in 
the same place, the St. Louis deal- 
crs suggested arbitration as a means 
of fixing a new wholesale price, and 
made a counter-offer of $2.40 as a 
minimum price, asking that the dit- 
ference between this figure and $3.42 
be adjusted by arbitration. 


Sentiment Against Arbitration. 


The producers would not listen to 
the suggestion of arbitration then, 
and there was nothing today to in- 
dicate that they are ready to con- 
sider it now. President Brooks of 
Marine said that in the past three 
days St. Louis dealers had been vis- 
iting individual members of the or- 
ganization, and had tried to discuss 
prices with them. He said he had 
talked with some of these visitors, 
and had told them that they must 
have their dealings with the organi- 
#ation, and not with individuals. 

This statement is expected to in- 
terest United States District Attor- 
ney Karch of East St. Louis and At- 
torney-General Brundage of Illinols, 
who are seeking evidence of price- 
organiza- 
tion. 

A representative of the Depart- 
ment of Justice, from the St. Louis 
office, was at the city hall during 
the secret meeting, but did not hear 
the discussion. 


Increase Is Certain. 


The distributers have said they 
would be obliged to raise the price 
of milk next Monday if they were 
forced to pay.the $3.42 wholesale 
price, and have implied that they 
would have to make a certain in- 
crease anyway, as the new wholesale 
price is sure to be an increase over 
that which they have been paying. 
The estimate of the new retaf#i price, 
on a basis of the $3.42 price, varies 
with the different distrfbuting firms 
from 15 to 18 cents a quart. 

Director of Public “Welfare 
Schmoll, as has been told, has an- 
nounced that if the price goes over 
14 cents a quart he will ask for an 
appropriation for the establishment 
of a municipal mflk bureau, to sell 
milk to the poor at cost. 

The new retail price in Chicago, | 
where dealers have been forced to 
pay $3.42 a hundred, is 13 to 14 cents 
a quart. 

The grand jury's inquiry into 
price-fixing on the part of milk dis- 
tributors has probably ended, it was 
learned today, following the ques- 
tioning of William Grafeman, head 
of the Grafeman Dairy Co., and prin- 
cipal owner of the Buckingham Ho- 
tel, yesterday afternoon. 

The grand jury has verified the 
statements made in interviews 
printed in the Post-Dispatch last 
week, that the distributoers meet at 
the Buckingham Hotel and come to 
an understanding as to prices. But 
no eviderice has been obtained which 
is considered by the Circuit Attorney 
to warrant prosecution on the charge 
of violating the anti-trust statutes.

GUYNEMER WAS LAST SEEN 


FIGHTING GERMAN NEAR YPRES 


Aviator Had Vanished When Com- 
panion Returned After Having 
Driven Off 4 Enemy Machines. 

PARIS, Sept. 27.—Maj. Brocard, 
commander of the “Storks,” the 
squadrilla to which Capt. George 
Guynemer belonged, in a statement 
to the Matin says the last fight of 
the great French aviator occurred 
some four or five miles inside the 
German lines northeast of Ypres, and 
opposite the British lines. 

Capt. Guynemer was accompanied 
by Lieut. Bozon Verduraz, who says 
they were flying at a height of 15,000 
feet, when Guynemer sighted an 
enemy two-seater, which he attacked 
immediately. Almost at the same 
moment Verduraz saw four German 
monoplanes approaching at full 
speed. He turned toward them in- 
stantly, so as to draw them off They 
circled round and round for a while 
and then disappeared. Verduraz 
then returned to tHe place where 
he had left Guynemer engaged with 
the German biplane, but Guynemer 
had vanished. 

This is all that is absolutely known 
of Guynemer’s fate and exhaustive 
inquiries have failed to add any in- 
formation. All that can be said of- 
ficially is that Capt. Guynemer is 
“missing.”’ 

Another comrade is quoted by the 
Excelsior as follows: 

“Guynemer sighted five machines 
of the Albatross type D-3. Without 
hesitating he bore down on them. At 
that moment enemy patrolling ma- 
chines, soaring at great height, ap- 
peared suddenly and fell upon Guy- 
nemer. 

“There were 40 enemy machines 
in the air at that time, including 
Count von Richthofen and his circys 
division of machines, painted in diag- 
onal blue and white stripes. To- 
wards Guynemer’s right some Bel- 
gian machines hove in sight, but it 
was too late.

RUSSIAN CONGRESS TO 
HEAR KERENSKY TODAY 


Premier and War Minister to Outline Their 


Plans of Government---Lenine Reported 
to Be Back in Petrograd. 


PETROGRAD,~ Sept. 27.—The 
Committee of Five, in temporary 
control of the Government, at its first 
meeting since the return of Premier 
Kerensky from the front, determined 
yesterday that the Premier and Gen. 
Verkhovsky shall appear before the 
democratic congress which convenes 
today. This action followed a four- 
hour session of the committee at the 
winter palace, at which the attitude 
of Premier Kerensky i ssaid to have 
been substantially this: 

While the Government is not 
bound to recognize the democratic 
congress, and is not conceding that it 
represents the greatest part of Rus- 
sia, it is admitted that the congress 
represents a large percentage of the 
people, through elements which must 
be taken into consideration. In Gov- 
ernment circles it is understood that 
the congress will convene for a short 
time and then adjourn over one day, 
to begin its activities on Saturday. 
The time for the appearance of Pre- 
mier Kerensky and War Minister 
Verkhovsky has not been deter- 
mined. 

Foreign Minister at Meeting. 

Reports of the resignation of For- 
eign Minister Terestchenko, printed 
in the morning papers, are denied of- 
ficially. The Foreign Minister at- 
tended the conference yesterday. 

On the eve of the opening of the 
congress a sensation has been created 
by a report that Nikolae Lenine, the 
extremist leader, has reached the 
capital from Finland. It is said he 
intends to appear as the chief orator 
of the Bolsheviki at the congress 
which he is confident will defend 
him. The authorities, it is reported. 
know where Lenine can be found, 
but are undecided whether to carry 
out an old orcer for his arrest. 

The Bolshevikis continue to exert 


influence over the representatives of 
the provincial councils of work- 
men’s ang soldiers’ delegates. The 
president of the Moscow Council of 
Workmen and Soldiers has resigned 
as a result of the adoption by the 


council of a resolution unfriendly to 


the Government. In elections of rep- 
resentatives to the congress the 
Bolsheviki candidates received the 
highest votes. 

In the Petrograd Council of Work- 
men and_ Soldiers’ Delegates the 
Bolsheviki faction has decreed a list 
of extremist orders to the congress. 
The Bolsheviki have begun to ac- 
cuse M. Tseretelli and other moder- 
ates of paltering with the Bour- 
geoise and have proceeded to intro- 
duce a resolution declaring that the 
Cabinet to be nominated by the con- 
gress must not contain members of 
the Bourgeoise. 

Reforms Which Are Proposed. 

They propose to place the follow- 
ing tasks upon the Cabinet: 

Settle the Korniloff affair. 

Re-abolish capital punishment. 

Strain efforts to attain peace. 

To summon as soon as possible the 
constituent assembly. 

To dissolve the Duma and the 
council of the empire. 

To transfer the land to the peas- 
ants immediately. 

To establish state control of pro- 
duction. 

To pass an eight-hour labor lav. 

To change radically the command 
of the army. 

The Central Committee of the

BRITISH SAVING HORSE CHESTNUTS 


LONDON, Sept. 26.—-School chil- 
dren all over England will spend 
their leisure time during the next 
six weeks in gathering horse chest- 
nuts, which the Government is able 
to use in unlimited quantities in the 
manufacture of munitions. Research- 
es last year by the Royal Society led 
tc the discovery that horse chestnuts 
provided a satisfactory substitute for 
grain used in certain processes of 
munition making. Every ton of 
horse chestnuts harvested will save 
half a ton of grain for human con- 
sumption. Plans made by the school 
authorites indicate that more than 
$00,000 tons of these chestnuts will 
be turned over to the Government by 
school children this fall. 

The plans for the harvesting are 
under the supervision of local com- 
mittees. Groups of children will 
gather the chestnuts systematically 
in bags, which will be taken to a 
central square and deposited in great 
heaps. No payment will be made to 
the children. Chestnut collecting is 
to be regarded as their contribution 
toward winning the war.

I have seen the 
downfall of autocracy and the birth 
of liberty much greater than the 
French ever aspired to. I have seen 
the fondest dream of the socialists 
suddenly come true, and the dream 
turned out to be a nightmare such 
as I pray that this_er any country 
may forever be spared. 

I saw a people delivered from one 
class of tyranny deliberately hasten 
to establish another, quite as brutal 
and as unmindful of the common 
good as the old one. I saw these peo- 
ple, led out of groaning bondage, use 
their first liberty to oust the wise and 
courageous statesmen who had de- 
livered them. . 

I saw a working class which had 
been oppressed under czardom itself 
turn oppressor; an army that had 
been starved and betrayéd use its 
freedom to. serve to starve and be- 
tray its own people. I saw elected 
delegates to the people’s councils turn 
into sneak thieves and looters. I 
saw law and order and ‘decency and 
all regard for human life or human 
rights set aside, and I saw responsi- 
hle statesmen in power allow all this 
to go on, allow their country to rush 
towardei abyss of ruin and shame 
because they were afraid to lose pop- 
uiarity with the mob. 


‘ Overrun by German Agents. 

The Government has been so afraid 
ef losing the support of the mob that 
i. has permitted the country to be 
overrun by German agents posing as 
Socialists. These agents have spent 
fortunes in the separate peace propa- 
ganda alone. They have demoralized 
the army, corrupted the workers in 
fields and factories, and put machine 
guns in the hands of fanatica) 
dreamers, sending them out into the 
streets to murder their own friends 
and neighbors. 

Everyone knew who these men 
were, but the mob liked ‘their “line 
of talk’”’ and the Government was 
afraid to touch them. After the last 
occasion when, at their behest, the 
Bolsheviki went out and shot up Pe- 
trograd, Lenine, the arch leader and 
some of his principal gangsters 
deemed it the part of discretion to 
retire from Russia temporarily, and 
they got to Sweden ~~ without the 
slightest difficulty, no attempt hav- 
ing been made to stop them. Some 
of the minor employes of the Kaiser 
were arrested, among them a woman 
in whose name the bank account ap- 
peared to be. But she, too, and prob- 
ably all the others, were later re- 
leased. 

A Government like this cannot 
bring peace and order into a dis- 
tracted nation. It cannot establish 
a democracy. It cannot govern. 
The sooner the allied countries real- 
ize this the better it will be for Rus- 
sia a for the world that wants 
peace. It is not because I am un- 
friendly to Russia that I write thus. 
It is because I am friendly, because 
I have faith in the. future of the 
Russian people, because I believe 
their experiment in popular govern- 
ment, if it succeeds, will be as in- 
spiring to the rest of the world as 
our own was in the Eighteenth 
Century. . 

Looks to America for Help. 

I think the most unkind thing 
any friend of Russia can do is to 
minimize or conceal the facts about 
the terrible upheaval going on there 
at the present time. Russia looks to 
the American people for help in her 
troubled hour, and if the American 
people are to help they will have 
to understand the situation. No dis- 
couragement to the allies, no assist- 
ance to the common enemy need 
result from a plain statement of the 
facts. The enemy knows all the facts 
already. 

The German agents have earned 
their money for once and have kept 
the home office well informed of 
their successes. Germany knows 
the road to Petrograd is clear before 
her armies. Why should she concea: 
the fact? The German people know 
their armies are reaping the har- 
vest fields In the rich black earth of 
Southern Russia. Why shouldn't 
our people know it? They will have 
to know it a little later when fam- 
ine begins to grip Petrograd. The 
Germans know the murdering of of- 
ficers and the massacre of loyal sol- 
diers is still going on. We ought .o 
know it, too.

notes or photographs. It 
even be discovered by the 
person who goes to Russia, because 
the average visitor lives at the ex- 
pensive Hotel d’Europe, never goe¥ 
out except in a drosky, and meets 
only Russians of social position tc 
whom he has letters of introduction 
and who naturally try to give. him 
the impression that the _ troubled 
state of affairs is merely temporary 
Rigid Press Censorship. 

The visitor usually knows no Rus- 
sian and cannot read the newspa- 
pers. There are two good French 
newspapers published in Petrograd, 
but the average American traveler 
is as ignorant of French as of Rus- 
sian. Even if he could read all the 
daily papers, however, he would not 
get very much information. The 
press consorship is as rigid and as 
tyrannical today as in the heyday 
of the autocracy, only a differént 
kind of news is suppressed. 

One of the modest demands put 
forth by the Tavarishi (comrades) 
when I was in Petrograd was for a 
requisition of all the white print pa- 
per in the market, the paper to be 
distributed equally among all news- 
papers, large and small. The object, 
candidly stated, was to diminish the 
size and the circulation of the ‘“‘bour- 
seois’’ papers. 

A great deal of news, as we regard 
news, never gets into the papers at 
all, or is compressed into very small 
space. For example, there have been 
a number of terrible railroad acci- 
dents on the Russian roads lately. 
Most of these you never hear of un- 
less someone you know happens tv 
be killed or injured. Sometimes a 
bare announcement of a great fatal- 
ity is permitted. Thus an express 
train between Moscow and Petrograd 
recently was wrecked, 40 persons be- 
ing killed and more than 70 injured. 
This wreck got a whote paragraph in 
the newspapers, with no list of the 
dead and injured and no explanation 
of the cause. The fact is that the 
railroads are in a condition of com- 
only 
wonder is that more wrecks do not 
occur. 


Railroads Demoralized. 


An acquaintance of mine in Mos- 
cow, the wife of a Colonel in the 
British army, was anxious to go to 
Petrograd to meet her husband, who 
was expected there on his way from 
the front. My friend’s father, who 
is the managing head of a large Mos- 
cow business concern, tried to prevail 
on her to wait for her husband to 
reach her there, but she was anxious 
to see him at the earliest moment 
and insisted on her tickets being pur- 
chased. The day after she was tu 
have gone her father called on me 
and told me of his intense relief at 
receiving, an hour before train time, 
a telegram from the Colonel saying 
that he would be in Moscow the next 
morning. 

“And what do you think happened 
to that train my daughter was to 
have taken?’’ he asked. It was the 
regular night express to Petrograd, 
corresponding somewhat to the Con- 
gressional Limited between New 
York and Washington. 

A few miles out of Moscow a dif- 
ference arose between the engineer 
and the stoker, and in order to settle 
it they stopped the train and had a 
fight. One of the men hit the other 
on the head with a monkey wrench, 
injuring him pretty badly. Author- 
ity of some kind stepped in and ar- 
rested the assailant. The engine cap 
was blood stained, and authority un- 
hitched the engine and sent it back 
to Moscow as evidence. The train 
all this time, with its hundreds of 
passengers, stood on the tracks wait. 
ing for a new engine and crew, and 
if it was not run into and wrecked it 
was because it was lucky. 

About the middle of August an 
American correspondent traveled on 
that same express train from Petro- 
grad to Moscow. The night was 
warm, and as the Russian occupants 
of his carriage had the usual consti- 
tutional objection to raised windows, 
he insisted on leaving the door of 
the compartment open. 

In the middle of the night a band 
of soldiers boarded the train and 
went into every one of the unlocked

I spent much of my time in the 
streets, listening, with the aid of an 
interpreter, a young university girl, 
to the speeches which were contin- 
ually being made up and down the 
Nevski Prospect, the Liteinaya and 
other principal streets. I talked, 
through my interpreter, with people 
vcho sat beside me on park benches, 
in trams, railroad trains and other 
public places.

I talked for nearly an hour with 
the last Romanoff left in freedom, 
the Grand Duchess Serge, sister of 
the former Empress, widow of the 
Emperor’s uncle. I havé gone, late 
at night, to a palace on the Grand 
Morskaia, where in strictest retire- 
ment lives the woman who has been 
charged with being the closest friend 
and ally of Rasputin, the one who, at 
his orders, is said to have admin- 
istered poison to the young Czare- 
vitch. She'told me some very inter- 
esting things about Rasputin and the 
wealthy young Prince who shot him.

Gorged With Freedom.

Many of the British troops in this 
sector began the new push this 
morning under the fatigue of many 
hours battling against a determined 
foe, but they did their work today 
and did it well. The fighting aobut 
Tower Hamlets was very severe and 
the Germans were able to get heavy 
machine gun fire on the British 
from positions to the south. 

Along the Menin road the English 
made a slight advance called for 
under a withering machine gun and 
artillery fire. North of the Ypres- 
Menin road, the line of advance 
swung out much further into enemy 
territoryjin order to include the 
Polygon wood and other important 
positions. 

Australians Take Wood. 


The Australians who negotiated 
most of the territtory between the 
Ypres-Roulers railway, and _ the 
Ypres-Menin road, appear to have 
had comparatively little trouble in 
getting through with the exception 
of a narrow stretch just soutth of the 
Polygon wood where the Germans 
held on tenaciously for a time. They 
had to fight their way through a 
more or less intricate trench system 
to Polygon wood, and encountered a 
great number of block houses which 
turned a vicious machine gun and 
rifle fire against them. Among the 
troops opposing them were Poles. 
The men made a good start in get- 
ting over the top and swept through 
the eastern portion of Polygon wood. 
The Germans in redoubts on the 
eastern slopes of this wood surrend- 
ered and within a comparattively 
short time the Australians were 
surging across the race course on 
the level below. 

North of Polygon wood, the Aus- 
tralians covered the ground assigned 
to them in two hours and 20 min- 
utes, the average depth of their 
advance being 1200 yards.

I have traveled jin a troop train two 
days and nights with a regiment of 
fighting women—‘“the’ Battalion of 
Death’’—and I lived with them {In 
their barrack behind the fighting 
lines for nine days. I ‘stayed with 
them until they went into action, and 
I saw them afterward in the hospi- 
tals and heard their own stories of 
the battle into which they led thou- 
sands of reluctant men. I have talked 
with many soldiers and officers.

Baptism of Liquid Fire. 

The American troops have just had 
their baptism of liquid fire. It was 
not exacily a baptism, but near 
enough to the real thing to be de- 
cidedly impressive. They watched 
with eloquent silence a Frénch dem- 
onstration of what is without ques- 
tion the most diabolical appearing 
form of frightfulness which has 
grown out of threes years of the world 
war. 

The flame thrower used was com- 
paratively small, one of the older 
models, but the rotating stream of 
fire ?t emitted, with great clouds of 
intense black smoke curling hun- 
dreds of feet in the air, gave the 
open-eyed soldiers a wholesome idea 
of what some phases of modern war 
are like. 

The men, when the first shock of 
surprise at the terrible weapon had 
worn off, however, began to make 
humorous remarks and seemed *) 
enjoy the latter end of the demon- 
stration with that keen sense of 
American indifference to danger, 
when it is known just what the dan- 
ger is. 

The demonstration had a two-fold 
purpose, first to acquaint the men 
with the character of the weapon 
which could easily terrorize the un- 
initiated, and second to teach the 
means of defense and self-protection 
against even the most fiendish of 
German flammenwerfers. 

Not Struck on Idea. 

While the American army will 
necessarily be equipped with modern 
liquid fire protectors, both as a de- 
fense and for offense, in order that 
it may successfully combat every 
form of warfare practiced by the en- 
emy, many of the officers are in- 
clined to doubt the effectiveness of 
the weapon in anything more than 
a purely local operation, such as 
a night raid on enemy dugouts or a 
small section of an enemy trench. 
The American fire throwers will like- 
ly be of an entirely new design, cal- 
culated to attract little or no atten- 
tion to the man or men carrying the 
instrument, so that they can ap- 
proach close to the enemy works be- 
fore coming shining marks. for hid- 
den snipers. 

Successfully used, liquid fire must 
be thrown with the wind. There 
have already been cases where the 
wind has shifted and the Germans 
handling the flammenwerfers have 
been found burned to death in their 
own fires. Flame throwers are of 
very simple device. A specially mixed 
and highly inflammable oil carried 
in a portable reservoir is forced by 
compression through a hose and out 
of a long nozzle at the end of which 
is a tiny flame that ignites the pass- 
ing spray. The heat to the manip-

Will Do,” He Tells Them. 


CHICAGO, Sept. 27.—Col. Theo- 
dore Roosevelt, now in the Middle 
West, preaching a doctrine of pre- 
paredness and condemnation of pa- 


cifists, turned to new fields today aft- 
er a strenuofs visit in Chicago. An 
addréss this afternoon before the 
4000 student’ officers at the Fort 
Sheridan training camp and a speech 
tonight at Racine, Wis., are on his 
program, after which he will go,to 
Minneapolis to engage in further de- 
nunciations of those who oppose the 
vigorous prosecution of the war. 

The speech of €ol. Roosevelt last 
night in the stockyards pavilion here 
is declared by many of his friends to 
have been one of the most vigorous 
of his life. His message was to for- 
eign-born citizens, “children of the 
melting pot.”’ and, styling himself “a 
child of the crucible,”’ he flayed those 
who now by deed or insidious influ- 
ence are attempting to prevent an al- 
legiance of all the peoples of the 
United States. 

Denounces La Follette. “ 

Senator La Follette of Wisconsin 
was characterized by Col. Roosevelt 
as “the Hun within our gates, the 
most sinister foe of democracy at this 
moment.” He declared ‘‘La Follette 
in the Senate is a cause for shame 
and humiliation to every American.” 
His address was concluded with an 
appeal for “one flag, one allegiance 
and one language—the language of 
the Declaration of Independence, of 
Washington’s farewell address and 
Lincoln’s Gettysburg address.”’ 
Resolutions were adopted before 
the meeting closed denouncing Sen- 
ator La Follette as an enemy of thé 
nation as an aid of Germanygq. 


“TI would give anything in the 
world to be going over with you,” 
said the Colonel, addressing his re- 
marks to soldiers in the audience. “If 
it had not been such a very exclusive 
war I would have gone. I greet you 
as comrades, you with the white 
faces and you with the black faces. 
And I want to say this in the home 
State of Abraham Lincoln: If a man 
does his duty, black or white, stand 
by him. We can not afford to take 
any other ground in our own coun- 
try under the penalty of being count- 
ed as hypocrites, when we fight for 
the rights of humanity abroad. 


Urges Support of Loan. 

“You men of the great army are 
doing the supreme work and we, 
who for any reason are denied the 
right, the chance to go to the front, 
must stand behind you in every way 
with the Red Cross, with arms, with 
the Government when it issues a 
loan. Therefore let evéry man sub- 
scribe something to the Liberty Loan. 

“We have heard a good deal from 
Cemagogues about this being a rich 
man’s war. It’sa lie, and they know 
it. It’s a decent man’s war, an Amer- 
ican’s war, and every man I know 
and respect, rich or poor, is going to 
fight in the line if he can. These 
same creatures who tell you it is a 
rich man’s war will, in about 10 
years, be screeching against the bond- 
holders, who stand opposed to the 
people. They can prevent that right 
now by persuading the people to in- 
vest in the bonds. 

*“‘We are here to stand against the 
Hun outside and inside our gates, 
against the men who are the worst 
foes of our nation at this time, men

The other day I saw how, in a speeci: 
at St. Paul, Senator La Follette 
actually, by implication, condoned 
the brutal German murderers of our 
women and children, on the high 
seas, saying, forsooth, or implying, 
that it was the munition makers that 
had gotten our citizens to travel on 
those ships and be sunk. After the 
sinking of the Lusitania I read how, 
in the Queenstown morgue, hun- 
dreds of dead women lay awaiting 
identification, holding in their arms 
the babies they tried to save, and a 
Senator of the United States con- 
dones the action of the inhuman 
brutes who were guilty of that mur- 
der. He endeavors to distract at- 
tention from the wrongs committed 
on us abroad by breathing dissen- 
sion at home 

“T always have and always shall 
fight for democracy and I wish t» 
say that in all this country, the 
most sinister foe of democracy at 
this moment is Senator La Folletto, 
who seexs to distract our attention 
from the great work of fighting for 
human freedom and for the rights 
of our own land by actions which 
can have only one effect if guccess- 
ful, actions in the interest of the 
brutalized, militarized bureaucracy 
of the German Hohenzollerns. 


“Senator La Follette is not a new 
type. We had this type in the Civil 
War—the copperheads. They used 


all the fine words that their modern 
representatives use now. They called 
themselves the ‘Sons of Liberty,’ anc 
used the same arguments that La 
Follette and persons of his stamp, 
the Congressmen, the editors and 
the sham philanthropists make now. 
One of the leaders of the copper- 
heads Abraham Lincoln sent to the 
hostile lines. I am sorry to say that 
1 suppuse it is impossible to send 
Senator La Follette where -he be- 
longs, but I wish we could make 
him a gift to the Kaiser for use in 
the Reichstag. There he would be 
in entirely appropriate surround- 
ings, whereas, in the Senate, he 1s 
a cause for shame and humiliation 
for every worthy American. 


Men Must Win War. 

“Our task now is to bend every en- 
ergy we have to the winning of the 
war. Let every man of fighting age 
who is permitted to go into the fight- 
ing forces, fight. If he is a man of 
fighting age I don’t want to see him 
in the Red Cross or the Y. M. C. A. 
at this time. Leave that work to the 
women and old men. We must pro- 
duce all the food we can, subscribe 
to the bonds, back up the Red Cross, 
but remember that if victory is really 
to eome, it must come through the 
deeds of the men who fight. We can- 
not win respect for this country by 
making this a dollar war, a potato 
war, a war where we pay someone 


else to fight for us. Uncle Sam can 
afford to trust only to his own 
strength. That means he must pre- 
pare his strength in advance if he is 
to make it count to advantage in the 
day of trial. 

“A couple of years ago I was asked 
by a Chicago paper, the Illinois 
Staats Zeitung, to write something. I 
looked this paper up and found this: 
It was conducting in the German edi- 
tion of the paper a campaign on be- 
half of German militarism, but it was 
running an annex, a side show in En- 
glish, publishing the speeches of 
David Starr Jordan and others—old 
women of both sexes. It was con- 
ducting in its German edition a cam- 
paign which could have only the ef- 
fect of making its readers Germans, 
not Americans, and in its English 
edition it was endeavoring to make 
the Americans converts to pacifism. 
That was perfectly natural. The 
ruthless and brutal militarist of one 
country hails with joy the growth 
to power of the feeble pacifist in an- 
other country. However deep may 
be your indignation against the ruth- 
less militarist, at least he has certain 
qualities of strength and courage, 
whereas the professional pacifist of 
the stamp we have seen blossom out 
in this country has not got one qual- 
ity that entitles him to the admira- 
tion of any honorable man.” 

Speaking to nearly 20,000 men at 


Camp Grant at Rockford yesterday, 
the Colonel spoke of the need for 
universal «military training, and 
touched on American unprepared- 
ness. There were about 5000 rifles 
available for drill purposes at Camp 
Grant, he asserted. 

“we have not, after eight months, 
an army capable of coping with a 
German force of 60,000 or 70,000 
raen,” he said, after urging continu- 
ation of training camps after the 
war. r 

“Good luck to you. When you 
get over there I hope you meet my 
four sons. You have the task of 
giving Americans a chance to hold 
up their heads. America’s position 
during the next 50 years depends on 
what you will do.”

BOMBED HOSPITAL 
VICTIMS TREATED 
BY ST. LOUISANS 


Sergeant P. H. Byrne Writes of 
Casualties Inflicted in Raids on 
Convalescing Station. 


ENGLISH ARE STOICAL 


Britons Take Injuries With Great- 
est Cheerfulness, He Says, in 
Contrast to French. 


Treatment given by St. Louls mem- 
bers of Base Hospital Unit 21 to 
wounded men from a_ hospital 
bombed by German aircraft is de- 
scribed in a letter written by Sersgt. 
P. H. Byrne, an enlisted member of 
the unit to Miss Alice McCarthy of 
6486 Geraldine avenue. 

“IT have just been interrupted in 
writing,” he says in the middle of 
his letter, “by the arrival of a con- 
voy of wounded men from another 
hospital that had been bombed by 
German aircraft. , 

“Most of the men were convales- 
cing from slight wounds before it 
happened, and now all of them are 


, injured severely, some of them being 


wounded in three or four places. 

“One of the chaps just told me 
that he had been under intensive gun 
fire for six days and had come out 
without a scratch, and had gone to 
the hospital for some minor ailment, 
where he had hoped to gain a few 
days’ rest. He is seriously wounded 
now, and I doubt whether he will 
pull through. 

Hopes Zeppelins Won't Appear. 

“It certainly makes my blood boll 
whenever I think of the deliberate 
and cold-blooded murder the Ger- 
mans are perpetrating under. the 
guise of warfare, which has for its 
purpose the development of Nultur. 

“I sincerely trust.” he added, “‘that 
their ‘zeps’ do not pay us a visit. As 
I am writing this there are eight 
searchlights sweeping the sky, keep- 
ing a sharp lookout for them, but as 
we are situated fairly well back, the 
chances of their visiting us are rath- 
er remote. The guns are booming 
away at the front tonight, and at 
times I can feel the ground vibrate 
from the incessant cannonading. It 
is an infallible indication that we 
soon will be receiving another train 
of casualties. 

“The French,” Sergt. Byrne writes, 
“remind me of*the American people 
much more than do the English. 
They are inclined to be reserved in 
their manner to strangers, but very 
friendly after one meets them. The 
effect of the war is always apparent 
in their actions and expression. They 
seem to have just witnessed some ter- 
rible calamity, and to be too dazed 
to realize what has taken place. The 
men have a look of sadnes in their 
eyes, and most all the women are 
dressed in mourning.* They are quite 
the opposite of the English, who are 
always cheerful. 

Englishmen Are Stoical. 

“In this connection I might add 
that the stoicism with which the En- 
glish soldiers endure suffering is 
nothing short of marvelous. I have 
seen fellows brought in, wounded in 
a dozen places, who would lie on 
their stretchers puffing a cigarette 
as complacently as if nothing was the 
matter with them. 

“One affliction—common to a 
great many troops—is a form of 
neurology known as shell shock. Its 
victims are those who have been 
standing by a shell when it exploded, 


‘jand the concussion has paralyzed or 


affected in some manner their nerv- 
ous system, resulting sometimes in 
loss of speech, hearing and memory, 
and sometimes rendering them rav- 
ing mad. It is very sad to see cases 
of this nature, and we have quite a 
number of them here.”’

HOW TO STORE 
VEGETABLES FOR 
WINTER USE 


Government Experts Tell What 
Is Desirable in Various 
Kinds of Cellars. 


SURFACE PIT IS CHEAPEST 


Ventilation Is Necessary in All 
Forms of Keeping Food 
for Winter.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 27.—Natural 


|storage of late vegetables in the 


home for use in fall and winter—a 
practice which is advisable every sea- 
son—is especially desirable now that 


idae CUUNLCrYy 18 at war, says the Unit- 
ed States Department of Agriculture. 
Natural storage is the least trouble- 
some way of keeping food for future 
use, it is pointed out, and may be 
practiced with little expense in most 
homes, either in the country or in 
the city. Such storage is of chief 
value to owners of home gardens, 
but when vegetables suitable for 
storage may be purchased cheaply it 
inay be practiced profitably by some 
other householders. 

The principal vegetables which 


may be stored successfully are the* 


root, tuber and bulb crops, such as 
late maturing potatoes, carrots, par- 
snips, turnips, salsify,* onions, ete. 
Certain leaf and stalk. crops, such 
as cabbage and celery, and a few 
other products such as_ squashes, 
pumpkins, etc., also may be stored 
naturally. 

Natural storage of most vegetables 
that may be kept may be in a cellar 
under a dwelling, or under an out- 
building, in a special outdoor cellar, 
or in banks or pits. A few products 
such as pumpkins and _ winter 
squash, requiring dry, fairly warm 
storage, may be kept in unused 
rooms or closets, and a few products 
may be kept in attics. 

Cellar Storage Room. 

If a cellar under a dwelling or out- 
building is clean, cool and well venti- 
lated it may be used for’ storage 
without alteration. Many cellars, 
however, are not well suited for stor- 
ing vegetables because of poor insu- 
lation or ‘lack of ventilation, and 
those containing a furnace for heat- 
ing usually are too warm and dry. It 
is often possible to partition off a 
100m either in one corner or at one 
end of such a cellar, where the tem- 
perature may be controlled by means 
of outside windows. 

Outdoor storage cellars possess all 
the advantages of the storage room 
in the basement and are superior in 
many respects. It is possible to keep 
such a cellar cool and quickly reduce 
the temperature of the stored prod- 
ucts by opening the door during the 
night and closing it in the morning 
before the air becomes warm. 

In regions of mild winters the out- 
door cellars may be constructed al- 
most entirely above ground of wood 
or other available materials. Straw 
or dirt may be thrown upon the roor 
as insulation during especially cold 
periods. 

In regions of severe freezing, the 
most popular type of storage cellar 
is built largely underground and the 
roof has a deep covering of straw 
and earth, manure, etc. Such cellars 
may be constructed of wood, con- 
crete, stone or brick. 3 

Storage in Pits or Banks. 

Storage in outdoor banks or pits is 
the most primitive and least expen- 
sive method of keeping many vege- 
tables and is fairly satisfactory where 
the ground is -well drained. This 
method does not compare in con- 
veniences, however, with storage in 
cellars, since in periods of bad 
weather the vegetables are often ac- 
cessible with difficulty. 

The construction of banks is begun 
by making .an excavation 6 or 8 
inches deep in a well drained loca- 
tion and lining it with straw, leaves 
or similar material. The vegetables 
(usually root crops) are placed on 
this litter in a conical pile. The sides 
and tops are then co¥ered with straw 
and leaves and this with two or three 
inches of earth. As winter ap- 
proaches the earth covering should 
be increased, depending on the se- 
verity of the winters in the locality. 

Small pits containing but a few 


bushels of vegetables will receive suf. 


ficient ventilation if the straw be- 
tween the vegetables and the earth 
covering is allowed to extend through 
the latter to the top of the pile. This 
exposed straw should be covered 
with a board or a piece of tin held 
in place by a stone as a protection 
from rain. 


In larger pits ventilation may be 
secured by placing two or three 
pieces of rough boards or stakes up 
through the center of the pile of veg- 
etables so that a flue is formed. This 
flue should be capped by an in- 
verted trough formed by two pieces 
of board nailed together at right 
angles. 

Where such’ banks are used the 
best practice is to construct a num- 
ber of small ones so that a sufficient 
quantity of vegetables to last a few 
days can be obtained by opening each 


pit. The method may be modified by |. 


placing the vegetables in a long ridge 
rather than in conical piles with 
earth dividing the ridge into small 
sections. A section may then be con- 
veniently opened without disturbing 
the remainder of the stored veg- 
etables 

Most vegetables suitable for stor- 
age should not be harvested and 
stored until cool weather arrives, or 
about the time of the first killing 
frost. However, Irish potatoes should 
be harvested as soon as they reach 
maturity, and if basement or outdoor 
cellar storage is available, they 
should be stored immediately. They 
should not be stored in banks or pits 
until the weather gets cool. Onions 
should be put in storage as soon as 


they are matured and thoroughly 
cured or dried, 

Detailed directions for preparing 
the several types of storages and for 
handling the various vegetables 
which may be stored are given in a 
recent bulletin, “Home Storage of 
Vegetables,”’ recently published by 
the United States Department of 
Agriculture. Copies of this bulletin 
may be obtained free by application 
to the United States Department of 
Agriculture, Washington, D. C,

The plan 
was that the $2,000,000 should be de- 
voted to buying food, feed for live 
stock and seed for next year’s crops.

Street and Sewer Director Talbert 
today, after a conference with iaxi- 
cab owners, outlined the general pro- 
visions of a proposed new ordinance 
to be presented to the Board of Al- 
dermen for the regulation of taxi- 
cabs and service cars. 

The ordinance will provide that 
stands in front of public and quasi- 
public buildings, including hotels, 
will be accessible to all taxicab com- 
panies. Under present arrangements 
taxicab companies pay the hotels for 
exclusive parking space. 

The district in which the new sys- 
tem will prevail will be between 
Jefferson avenue and the river and 
between Washington avenue and 
Walnut street. In this area taxicab 
companies will be required to charge 
a flat rate, instead of meter rates, 
for carrying passengers to and from 
Union Station. 

All chauffeurs of service cars will 
be required to register and obtain a 
special license, good for at least 
three months. The car also must be 
specially licensed and carry a tag 
showing it is for hire. Every driver 
who, in any way, solicits trade will 
be classed as service car chauffeur. 
Requiring these drivers to pay for a 
three-months license will protect 
owners of service cars from tempo- 
rary competition of others on special 
occasions, like large conventions or 
festivities. 

The new ordinance will make it a 
misdemeanor for a passenger to re- 
fuse to pay taxicab or service fare. 
All machines will be inspected as to 
their safety before licenses are is- 
sued.

She Did Not Want th the Conflict but 
She Is Going to “See It 
Through.” 

WICHITA, Kan., Sept. 27.—In 
watching the attitude of agricultural! 
communities the position of the 
farmer’s wife must not be over- 
looked. This is the way one of them 
lately put it: 

“Originally, I was against the war, 
and I believed that we were to stay 
out of it; but if we are to uphold the 
President we must make the best 
fight we can, and I am willing to sac- 
rifice my boy if it is the thing the 
country needs. I only ask that there 
shall be no favoritism. If my boy 
goes, I want the boy of the rich man 
in town to go along with him. Then 
I will be satisfied. It does not look 
well to me to see any other spirit, 
and if that is what is to be done it 
will be all right with us women. 

“The farmer’s wife is going to econ- 
omize and make old material do 
when she can until she is satisfied 
that there is going to be a way out, 
and we shall go back to some of our 
grandmothers’ ways of housekeeping 
before this is over.”’ 

It is rare, according to the farm 
agent, that there is found anyone 
who is inclined openly to criticise the 
entrance of the nation into war. Oc- 
casionally one is asked: “Do you 
think this war was necessary?” But 
that is followed with the admigsion 
that we must fight it out. It is dif- 
ficult for the average person to up- 
derstand the diplomatic necessities 
of the situation, and it may require 
some concrete tonic in events to 
bring the same enthusiasm that was 
manifest in the Spanish-American 
War, after the blowing up of the 
Maine—but the disposition to entire 
loyalty of the people as a «whole out 
in the country districts is not to be 
doubted.

ITALY AWARDS 12,713 PRIZES 
TO WOMEN WORKERS ON FARMS 


Widow Managed on Place After Five 
Sons Had Been Called Into 
Service. 

ROME, Sept. 26.—The Italian Min- 
istry of Agriculture has completed 
the award of 12,713 prizes to women 
workers on farms. In Italy, owing 
to the scarcity of agricultural ma- 
chinery, the lack of labor since the 
war has been felt more than in any 
other country, and this lack has had 
to be made up largely by the use of 
woman labor in the fields, helped by 
boys and girls from 8 years upwards. 

In March, 1916, in order to en- 
courage these hard-working women, 
the Department of Agriculture an- 


The 
awards for the past year have just 
been made. Some of them consist 
of diplomas and medals, others of 
diplomas and money. The total 
shows 73 gold medals, 5739 gold and 
silver medals, 2845 silver medals and 
2223 gifts of money. 

The ministry’s report quotes the 
reasons for awards in a large num- 
ber of cases. As examples, the fol- 
lowing are selected at random: 

“Paulina Bendinti, widow, of Borgo 
San Donnino: After her five sons 
had been called to the army she re- 
mained with her three grandsons 
and 10 nephews, aged 1 to 12. She 
managed not only the family but the 
farm of 10 acres, besides 15 head of 
cattle, without outside aid.

» GAP IN THE RANKS 
| DRAFT ARMY EXPECTED 


After Seventeen National Guard 
Regiments Are Brought Up to 
Full War Strength. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 27.—A large 
deficiency of men is expected to be 
shown when the first increment of 
the national army, 687,000 men, has 
been mobilized. Seventeen national 
guard divisions must be brought up 
to war strength and several specia! 
service forces organized out of this 
reservoir, so the number of drafted 
men remaining at the cantonments 
hardly will be sufficient to organize 
the 16 national army divisions at a 
full strength basis. Whether incom- 
plete divisions will be formed or a 
call for more men issued has not 
been indicated. 

Secretary Baker said accurate fig- 
ures as to the number of national 
army men it would be necessary to 
transfer to the national guard were 
not available. A dual process of or- 
ganization at the guard encampments 
serves to delay complete reports. Not 
only are these divisions being mo- 
bilized: for the first time, but in the 
midst of that mobilization the whole 
fabric of the infantry army is being 
reorganized on the new trench war- 
fare plan. The fighting strength of 
the new division is now fixed at 
27,500 men. The 17 guard divisions, 
on that basis, will have a total 
strength of 437,500 men. 


137,000 Needed to Fill Guard. 

The guard probably brought into 
the Federal service a to€al of not 
more than $00,000 men, possibly less. 
It will take, however, at least 137,000 
national -army men to fill up the 
guard divisions. Another 100,000 of 
the national army will go to the air 
service, and certainly as many more 
to other special services. That would 
leave not more than 270,000 men to 
form the 16 national army divisions, 
which should have an aggregate war 
strength of 433,000. 

Secretary Baker pointed out some 
of the difficulties which attend the 
reorganization of the national guara 
for war purposes. While the 16 
division plan for the guard, since 
extended to 17, with the organhiza- 
tion of the Forty-second or ‘“Rain- 
bow” “division, is an old one, the 


whole fabric of the divisions has/ 


been changed. With the adoption of 
the European regimental and co 
pany standard, every guard Be of 
ment, which was to be included in 
a division, had to be expanded. 
Regiments and parts of reg'ments 
are being consolidated to furnish the 
3600-men regimental units now de- 
sired. 
Localization of Regiments. 

In making these consolidations 
the department is attempting to 
keep the forces as much lovca tee? as 
possible. The same practice will be 
followed in assigning men trom the 
national arm yto a national guard 
units. Wherever practical, nationai 
army men will go to regiments from 
their own states, in line with the 
spirit of the war army Pb!1l which 
lays stress on localization of regi- 
ments. There are many ¢ca.cs. how- 
ever, where the practice will have 
to be abandoned to meet rnilitary 
Accessities. 

The guard consolidation has 
brought on the department a new 
source of trouble. Numerous Colo- 
nels and regimental staffs of the 
guard are certain to be left without 
commands, since the number of regi- 
ments has been reduced. This al- 
ready has proven a fruitful source 
of protest from the State officials. 
The policy of the department, it is 
said, will be to find places for such 
guard officers in other forces, as far 
as possible and desirable. 


GET CONFESSIONS BY FAIR 
MEANS ONLY, ALLENDER SAYS 


Tells Visiting Sheriffs Not to Be 
Wavering With Suspects, but 
Always Iftuman. 

Samuel Allender, St. Louis Chief 
of Detectives, discussed ‘‘Confes- 
sions’’ at the international conven- 
tion of the Sheriffs and Peace Of- 

' Organization at the Planters 
Hotel today. 

Chief Allender classed the confes- 
sion as “the most important evi- 
dence” against a wrongdoer. Abil- 
ity to obtain such confessions, he 
said, was not due to genius, but to 
untiring work and tenacity. 

“One of the abures of the day,”’’ 
he said, “is treating crime with kid 
glove consideration, so that one must 
be exceedingly careful about the 
method used for finding out the 
truth. This tendency has become a 
national disease and should be re- 
cognized as a disease.’”’ The Chief 
qualified the statement that any 
means of obtaining a confession is 
justified by saying, “providing al-

steamship which arrived today. 

The Wentworth, of 2381 tons, was 
destroyed on Sept. 9, presumably off 
the French coast.

Your non- 
interest-bearing scrip (that is, greenbacks) 
would not stay at par. If the wise folks 
at Washington knew that they would, 
they would have issued them before this.

PLAYING THE GLAD GAME. 

St. Louisans will have an opportunity to learn 
the Glad Game when the play “Pollyanna” comes 
to the Jefferson Theater next week. Pollyanna, 
as most people know, is the “glad” girl. She has 
experienced the bitterness of life, but refuses to 
let it sour her. And her brave example acts like 
a tonic to all around her. The play, combining 
pathos with humor, has been seen by hundreds 
of thousands of people, and medical men have as- 
serted that its simple gospel is greatly needed 
in these strenuous times, when too many persons 
make life unnecessarily tragic.

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ORIMINAL DIPLOMACY. , 

Now that the scalp of Dr. von Bernstor?f is 
dangling at Secretary Lansing’s belt along with 
those of Messrs. Zimmermann and Luxburg, a lot 
of people are coming forward to confcss that 
they always suspected that the suave ex-Ambas! 
sador was secretly a bad Indian. He was. He 
could not be otherwise. Not the least of the 
sins for which the damnable system which ap- 
pointed him and maintained him in his office 
will some day have to atone is that even the 
worthiest and most capable men who came uncer 
its influence were compelled to be bad Indians. 
It is a system founded on the traditions of 
backstairs diplomacy. Perjury, bribery, the sub- 
ornation and degradation of individuals are the 
tools with which it works. There is no crime 
too horrible and no recourse too contemptible for 
it to employ. 

It is as ready to feed poison to the milch cow 
of a harmless alien peasant as it is to listen at 
the keyhole of a private residence or betray the 
indiscreet remarks of a “diplomat’s ” dancing 
partner. It is ashamed only of being found out, 
even as now. 

Time was when Europe enjoyed many a quiet 
joke at the expense of what was called American 
“shirt-sleeve”’ diplomacy. But in the great criti- 
cal struggle, when pthe decent respect of all hon- 
orable men is the~gage, the gentleman of the 
coatless figure has been able to give cards and 
spades to the gentleman of the lackey’s livery and 
take every decisive trick in the game. 
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A SURVEY OF U. BR. TERMS. 
A survey along nine different lines of inquiry 
into the scope and effect of the United Railways 
proposals is suggested by Delos F. Wilcox of New 
York. 

That some of these lines, followed with dili- 
gence, would yield data indispensable to an in- 
telligent judgment on the terms proposed is ap- 
parent. As to the capitalization to be fixed; he 
says: . 

Arrive at a judgment as to what is fair 
capital value to be allowed the company for 
its existing property on the basis of security 
for the investment itself and a fair return 
thereon, This can be done in a very short 
time by the use of the Allison valuation as a 
basis, with such corrections and additions as 
may be found necessary because of the rates 
applied in making it and because of addi- 
tional investments subsequently made. 


What data other than those of the Allison valu- 
ation have St. Louisans at present as a guide to 
a judgment as to fair capital value? 

Assertions that the average citizen has no con- 
cern as to valuation and that his only interest is 
in quality of service hark back to the dark ages 
in utility regulation in American cities. The con- 
nection between service and the valuation basis 
for dividends—between service and the amount 
of earnings to be absorbed in dividends—is so 
direct and obvious as to be vital to every user of 
street railway facilities. Because the United 
Railways is now largely overcapitalized it cannot 


obtain money for needed extensions, cannot pro- 


— rapid transit, cannot make radical improve- 
ments in operation policies and is confined to giv- 
ing merely the conventional service of surface 
lines that are neither remarkably efficient nor in- 
tolerably unsatisfactory. 

A utility which, for instance, is allowed 6 per 


ized to the extent of $20,000,000, absorbs yearly 
$1,200,000 to which it can assert no title in justice 
or reason—$100,000 a month. What a long way 
$1,200,000 would go every year in putting on ad- 
ditional cars during rush hours, providing higher 
wages for employes and constructing an important 
mileage in needed extensions! 
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THE MILE FUND'S NEEDED $1000. 

Over $4000 has been raised this season, mostly 
by St. Louis children, for the Post-Dispatch Pure 
Milk and Free Ice Fund.

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GERMANY BANERUPT. 

The tumultuous applause which greeted Ad- 
miral von Tirpitz’s remark that a peace without 
indemnities meant defeat for Germany is the 
more easily understood when one remembers the 
character of his audience. It was composed of the 
old guard of German standpatism, the pan-Ger- 
manistic and big business conservatives of the 
country. 

However confused these gentlemen may be as 

to the question of wartime morals, they are keen- 
ly alert to wartime finance. 
anybody else, know that but one thing can come 
out of Germany’s check-kiting system of war 
loans unless capital to meet them can be wrung 
from a conquered foe, and that is national bank- 
ruptcy. 
Four or five months ago a leading financier of 
the country pointed out that the war debt had 
then accumulated almost to the point where the 
annual interest charges were greater than the 
average annual wealth increase of the country for 
normal peace times. It makes little difference in 
the long run that this money is owed almost en- 
tirely at home. If the Empire’s net income cannot 
meet the interest alone, to say nothing of the 
principal, the entire superstructure of pyramided 
obligations is bound to collapse. That means a 
form of forced repudiation and repudiation means 
ruin. 

The whole involved system has been predicated 
upon forced indemnities from Germany’s ene- 
mies. As well be knocked out on the battlefield, 
the Junkers argue, as to be knocked out by an 
indemnityless peace. They find themselves, to 
quote Ibsen, “Like Daedalus between sky and sea 
—an appalling height and an abysmal depth.’ 
And the wax which holds the Icarus wings of the 
military regime is fast melting in the fierce heat 
of the allies’ determination to fight the thing to a 
finish. 


FERDINAND OF RUMANIA. 

That King Ferdinand of Rumania should, as the 
Kaiser told the veterans of the Rumanian cam- 
paign, be the only Hohenzollern who “did not 
know how to keep the faith,” does seem remark- 
able, in view of many circumstances. The family 
is a numerous one. Many of its members occupy 
positions in which they are bound by oath and the 
obligations of official duty to consider the inter- 
ests of their people rather than the interests of 
the family. Some of them have been brought into 
intimate contact with the human and liberal spirit 
of the twentieth century. However, relatives in 
remote collateral lines and even females of the 
family, as deadly as the males, have chosen, at the 
cost of faithlessness to all other ties, to devote al! 
assets and influences in their command to sup- 
porting medievalism and the declining Hohenzol- 
lern fortunes. 

King Ferdinand can be complacent when the 
Kaiser calls him a “renegade” and otfier names. He 
is the only member of a discredited family of hard 
citizens. on m history will look with any 
favor or even ‘temiency. After the war is over and 
Hohenzollerns and Hapsburgs are disposed of as 
Col. Watterson says they ought to be disposed of, 
Ferdinand may be the only one of the family 
holding a desirable job in Europe. 
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WELL RENDERED SERVICE. 

The smoothness with which the draft examina- 
tions have been conducted in St. Louis and the 
well-organized dispatch with which 45 per cent 
of the city’s allotment has been sent to the na- 
tional army cantonment at Fort Funston, Kan., 
speak loudly of the excellent public service ren- 
dered by the members of the 28 exemption bvuards 
here. 

When it is considered that there has been not 
one substantiated complaint of injustice and pre- 
judice in the examination of more than 18,000 
men and that practically all of the decisions of the 
local boards have been upheld by the. District 
Court of last resort it is apparent that a record 
has been made in St. Louis of which the city 
may be justly proud. 

In other cities there have been numerous com- 
plaints of favoritism shown by the local boards, 
attempts made at bribery and charges of railroad- 
ing men and in hundreds of communities there 
has been delay in sending contingents to canton- 
ments, but St. Louis has a clean slate. 

It is well to remember that those appointed to 
the exemption boards are busy business and pro- 
fessional men, who are serving without pay and 
at a sacrifice of considerable personal pleasure 
and profit. Many of them have been working 
from 15 to 20 hours a day at times, in order to 


expedite the work of mobilizing the national 
army. It is their “bit” and they are doing it 
willingly and gladly.

At the same time that the Ames 
monument is being moved to a new 
pedestal, engineers are driving a sec- 
ond tunnel under the mountain at 
the top of Sherman Pass, building 
the first double track across the 
Rockies—the highest continuous 
piece of double track in the world. 

These two events, the driving of 
the new tunnel and the relocating of 
the Ames monument, are in the na- 
ture of celebrations of the great work 
ofthese pioneer railroad builders.

does not get the jump on a ground 
wall as quickly, nor does he. come in 
cr eut across in front of the short- 
stop with as quick a start. Zimmer- 
man is a shade the better at throw- 
ing. 

I always have been of the opinion 
that neither of these men should 
have been third basemen-—that is 
that their talents are rather wasted 
‘n that position. A third baseman 
averages only about three and a third 
chances per game through a season, 
while a shortstop and second base- 
ran get more than double that num- 
ber of opportunities. It seems a 
siame for men of their fielding abil- 
ity to be in a position where so few 
chances are offered. However, do 
not rate the importance of a third 
baseman by the number of chances 
he gets wtihout considering the kind 
of chances they are. 

A drive that gets through a third 
baseman, rolls onto foul ground and 
along the. stands, usually {s worth 
two or three bases, while a ball hit 
through second or short seldom goes 
fcr more than one base, In stopping 
those vicious drives down the line 
that would be extra base hits, Zim- 
merman has a shade the advantage, 
and ig entitled to the points I have 
added on that score.

Protests of championship billiard 
matches, such as the one recently 
filed by Bob Cannefax against Al- 
fredo de Oro, present three-cushion 
champion, will be referréd to a na- 
tlonal board of arbitration im the fu- 
ture, if plans now being formulated 
can be brought to a successful con- 
clusion. 

Charles C: Peterson, local billiard 
impressario, has been asked to serve 
on such a board, and Peterson be- 
lieves it is the best idea that has 
originated in billiard cfrcles in the 
past decade. It takes the adjudica- 
tion of billiard protests out of the 
hands of one and places it up to a 
jury of seven to decide on the mer- 
its of the case. 

H. F. Davenport, of the Chicago of- 
fice of the Brunswick-Balke Collen- 
der Co., heretofore considered the 
ruling body in billiards, is sponsor 
for the scheme. In a letter to Peter- 
son he outlines the plan as follows: 


Board’s Decisions Final. 


Any questions arising in billiards, 
particularly in tournament or cham- 
Pionship play, shall be referred to 
this National Board of Arbitration. 
The beard will consist of seven mem- 
bers and their decision mu&8t be tak- 
en as final and beyond appeal. 

Those who have been asked to 
serve on the board are: Charles C. 
Peterson of St. Louis; Thomas Foley, 
H. F. Davenport, W. P. Massey and 
Louis Bensinger of Chicago; Maurice 
Daly and C. P. Miller of New York. 
With. the exception of Davenport, 
these men are room-keepers. Daveéen- 
port has consented to act as secre- 
tary to the board. 

In his letter to Peterson, the Chi- 
cagoan explains that service on the 
board entails very little actual work, 
All decisions on protests and other 
questions placed before the body wiil 
be decided by letter; a majority of 
Opinions rule. 


No Desire for Power. 


Peterson states there is no desire 
to form an autocratic body to rule 
the billiard world, but points out 
that a protest left to a decision of 
seven is likely to be far more equita- 
ble to both sides than were it put 
up to one man. He has written his 
acceptance of a place on the board 
and claims it will prove of vast ben- 
efit not only to the three-cushion 
game but to balkline as well. 
According to Peterson, no definite 
set of rules has been promulgated nor 
have the powers of the board been 
established. This, he says, will have 
to be worked out, but he believes 
room-keepers throughout the coun- 
try will be willing to abide by thse 
decisions of the seven men.
